Hon. Frederick Douglass has just 
returned to London, having trav- 
eled nine months on the continent 
and in Egypt. His isa remarkable 
life. Forty-one years ago Ellen 
and Anva Richardson, of Newcas- 
tle-on-theTyne, paid $750 for his 
freedom before and while the late 
war raged the eloquence of Douglass 
in bebalf of his race was marvel- 
ously effective. While holding the 
position of Revorder of Deeds at 
Washington a few years ago his 

arriage with a white woman 

a sensation in social circles 
that attracted the attention of the 
public press throughout the United 
States. He is now the recognized 
leader of his race; he is a writer, an 
orator anda statesman. The con- 
clusions which he arrives at from 
his late ethnological studies in 
Egypt will attract universal atten- 
tion. The fact that he found there 
a people inferior to those of similar 
ancestry enslaved in the South is 
not at allstartling. As much to be 
deplored as is slavery, as averee as 
it is to every instinct of modern 
civilization, as heinous as it is in 
the eyes of Him whois norespector 
of persons still, though in slavery, 
the negro race of America has made 
great progress. Commingling in 
the South with the purest and best 
blood of the Anglo-Saxon race, im- 
bibing their spirit, breathing their 
social atmosphere and eating of the 
fruits of their civilization there has 
been, as Douglass admits, such an 
advancement of the American ne- 
gro that there can scarcely be in- 
stituted a comparison between him 
and the modern Egyp jan. This 
advancement in the condition of 
milliens of people is the compensa- 
tion for the national disgrace of 
slavery introduced iu 1513 in our 
oft-vaunted “land of the free and 
the home of the brave.“ This com- 
mingling in this country of the 
negro with the Anglo-Saxon is do- 
ing for the former what was done 
for the Britains by the invasion, re- 
spectively of the Romans, the Teu- 
tons andthe Normans, Now that 
the negro is free and to some extent 
must rely upon self for subsistence 
and as education, bis advancement 
in all thit pertains tothe best civil- 
ization known to modern times 
should in the future be still more 
rapid than in the past.

He expected to take with him at 
least forty reeruits for his excellent 
school. He would have done so 
had not Piute Natchez, and his 
lovely relative the far-famed Prin- 
cess Sarah Winnemucca, interposed 
aveto. This latter idolized friend 
ef Mrs. Horace Mann and Miss Pea- 
body can shed crocodile tears over 
‘the misfortunes and lamentable 
ignorance of my people,“ but now 
that the opportanity offers this 
“patron of learning“ shows her 
hand. She is soon to go East to 
collect money to educate ‘‘ my peo- 
ple,“ but she protests against the 
Government educating them. She 
dislikes the Government and the 
dislike is mutual. Her dislike to 
the Government is her objection to 
my people“ being educated at the 
Government’s expense. If Sarah 
could handle the Government’s 
money as she does that of the mis- 
guided religious enthusiast there 
would never be a whisper by her 
against the Government educating 
the Piute people to which, unfortu- 
nately for them, she is a member.

OUR “GLORIOUS CLIMATE.” 


Opinion of an Kastern Visitor. 

Mr. Geo. Beuham, an attorney of 
Norwalk, Ohio, who has recently 
made a trip from New York to San 
Francisco via Panama, Central 
America and Mexico, and spent 
some time in Southern California, 
is stopping in the city for a few 
days. Being interviewed by a Ga- 
ZETTE reporter regarding his im- 
pressions of the Pacific slope, he re- 
plied: “I was much pleased with 
the climate of California; it is a de- 


lightful retreat froma cold weather; 
but 1 think the coast cli:oate is 
lacking iu the bracing elements of 
your Nevada mountain air. I 
can’t say that 1 found much in 
southeru California excepting cli- 
mate and scenery. However, cf 
course, they have brought down the 
water from the mountains and made 
the desert blossom, but the blossom 
has been very expensive. At $500 
aud $1,000 r acre, even their 
“glorious climate’ can hardly 
make their lands profitable. They 
have done wonders though and we 
can’t tell what they will do next.
